Official announcement of Dr. Draughon’s 
wish to retire came here in a letter to the mem- 
bers of the Auburn faculty as The Alumnews

“I have long considered the question of my 
retirement, and had looked forward to relin- 
quishing my duties at the age of 65. 

“Accordingly, I informed the Board of Trus- 
tees of Auburn University in Annual Meeting, 
Monday, June 1, 1964, that I thought the Board 
should begin to take steps to select a successor 
The Board asked me to re- 
main on duty for the Fall Quarter, 1964, or until 
my successor could be selected and appointed.

the gift specify that the proceeds from 
it be used to supplement the nine- 
months salary of the person, or per- 
sons, named to the position. The Hargis 
Professorship thus becomes the first 
permanently supported ‘professorship 
at Auburn, 

In order that the professorship be 
established for the 1964-65 academic 
year, Dr. Hargis made a separate do- 
nation to supply the first year’s salary 
supplement. Auburn University has ap- 
pointed Dr. Eugene Current-Garcia—a 
distinguished scholar, writer, and 
teacher in American studies—to fill the 
Hargis professorship beginning in Sep- 
tember. 

An agreement made between Au- 
burn and Dr. Hargis in establishing the 
professorship provides for a reduced 
teaching load for the Hargis Professor 
“in order to allow him more freedom 
to direct graduate student research and 
to engage in more research activity 
himself.” The agreement further speci- 
fies appointment of a review commit- 
tee composed of the Head of the Eng- 
lish Department, the Dean. of the 
School of Science and Literature, and 
the Dean of the Graduate School. 

In order to insure that the position 
of Hargis Professor be filled consis- 
tently with men of distinguished ac- 
complishment and continuing scholarly 
activity, the committee will review the 
appointment every five years and re- 
new the appointment or appoint a new 
Hargis Professor. 

Instrumental in concluding satisfac- 
tory arrangements for the professor- 
ship between Dr. Hargis and Auburn 
was Dr. Taylor Littleton, young assis- 
tant graduate dean and associate pro- 
fessor of English here. Dr. Hargis made 
his initial contact concerning the pro- 
fessorship with Dr. Littleton. Also as- 
sisting in the arrangements were Dr. 
Walton R. Patrick, head professor of 
English at Auburn; Dr. Ralph B. 
Draughon, University President; and 
Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., director of Au- 
burn University Development. 

Commenting upon the establishment 
of the professorship, Dr. Patrick said: 

“Dr. Hargis’ gift has bolstered the 
spirit of all of us here who teach in

the humanities fields. More than ever 
before the nation needs well-trained 
teachers to keep the humanistic tradi- 
tion alive by their classroom teaching 
and scholarly publications. The sup- 
port’ Dr. Hargis’ donation provides 
moves the Auburn English Department 
one step closer to its aim of operating 
the South’s most distinguished grad- 
uate program in English and thus of 
making a truly significant contribution 
to the training of teachers and scho- 
lars in language and literature.” 

Estes Henry Hargis was born at Cee 
dar Springs, Tenn., on Jan.-11, 1895, 
and moved with his family to Bir- 
mingham about six years later. Grow= 
ing up in Birmingham, he came to 
Auburn in 1915 to study pre-medicine, 
He completed his pre-medicine course 
in 1917 and also that year won the 
Band Medal as the outstanding young 
musician in the Auburn Band. His ine 
strument was clarinet. 

From Auburn he went to the Uni« 
versity of Pennsylvania, from which 
he received his M.D. in 1921. Then Dr, 
Hargis earned an M.S. in surgery from 
the University of Minnesota, working 
and studying at the Mayo Clini¢ from 
1921-1926. During the latter part of his 
tenure at Mayo Clinic, he was first 
assistant to Dr. Will Mayo. 

In 1926-27, Dr. Hargis spent a year 
abroad, principally in Vienna, Austria, 
as the first recipient of the J. William 
White Fellowship awarded by the Maya 
Clinic for foreign study of surgery. 

During 1928 he returned to Birming= 
ham. where he established Hargis 
Clinic and married-Florence Parker of 
that city. Ten years later, Dr. Hargis 
established Hargis Hospital in Bir- 
mingham and continued his practice of 
medicine and surgery there until his 
retirement in 1960. (For further infor-

Dr. Eugene Current-Garcia holds A,

Having recognized the many groups 
due credit, it is not improper for us to 
dwell a moment upon the honor due 
alumni for the successful joint under- 
taking. Under the leadership of Ala- 
bama’s Jeff Coleman and Auburn’s Joe 
Sarver, alumni of Auburn and Ala- 
bama played a major supporting role 
in that successful program keynoted by 
Presidents Frank Rose, Ralph Draugh- 
on, and Howard Phillips (then head of 
Alabama College, now president of

Men Of Science On Liberal Arts

A gift from Dr. Estes H. Hargis 17 to Auburn University (see page 


1) is, we think, of unusual significance. 


The Hargis Professorship of 


English and American Literature becomes the first permanently sup- 


ported professorship at Auburn. Of 
special importance is the fact that the 
first is in the area of the liberal arts. 
One sometimes finds reasons to sus- 
pect that leaders at some state univer- 
sities such as Auburn have upon occa- 
sion overlooked the necessity of a 
sound liberal arts program as the basis 
for quality in any program of higher 
education, Auburn’s history in this 
matter has been somewhat different. 
Developing from the Methodist-estab- 
lished-and-supported East Alabama 
Male College, Auburn is—as Registrar 
Charles Edwards has noted—‘a uni- 
versity rooted deep in the liberal arts 
tradition and the spiritual quality of a 
denominational college, , . .” 
However, Auburn, like other state 
universities, has encountered difficulty 
in securing the _ necessary finan- 
cial support for the liberal arts and 
the social sciences. In a recent report 
to the Auburn Faculty Council, Dr. 
Paul Budenstein, chairman of the Fa- 
culty Welfare Committee, spoke favor- 
ably of general progress here, noting 
specifically “an increasing emphasis on 
research and increasing support for re- 
search programs, increased liberality 
with regard to teaching loads, better 
salaries, and genuine attempts to im- 
prove the number and competence of 
the faculty.” In contrast to his favor- 
able remarks on general progress, Dr. 
Budenstein spoke with deep concern 


‘eaders and contributors throughout 
‘he past decade. As Auburn Alumni 
President W. Kelly Mosley °24 notes: 
“The Alumni Service Award, for Au- 
burn, climaxes 10 years of Association 
effort in behalf of legislative support.” 
That 10-year base of experience served 
the Auburn Alumni Association well] 
as it joined the Alabama Alumni As- 
sociation in this great effort. 

One other important fact requires 
underscoring. The successful 1963 joint 
program should mark a beginning, not 
a culmination. Commenting upon the 
awards to Auburn and Alabama, Uni- 
versity President Frank Rose conclud- 
ed: “Continued improvement of pro- 
grams of higher education remains the 
hope of the future for this state. Our 
joint efforts toward this end must not 
fail.”

The fact that Dr. Budenstein is a 
physicist gives his concern particular 
pertinence. Of course, Dr. Budenstein 
is not the only scientist on campus to 
speak out for the humanities. The 
Alumnews has reported before Engi- 
neering Dean Fred H. Pumphrey’s con- 
viction that excellence in 
manistic programs is necessary to pro- 
vide a firm base for all education and 
for engineering education in particular, 
Notable among others is Dr. S. Allen 
Edgar, distinguished poultry patholo- 
gist, who developed a coccidiosis vac- 
cine that pays Auburn approximately 
$30,000 annually in royalties. The roy- 
alties support, among other things, four 
fellowships in the humanities, which 
Dr. Edgar considers “the basis for all 
study.”

Such men as these can hardly be 
suspected of speaking out of self in- 
terest when they speak on behalf of 
the humanities. They speak with an 
unquestionably genuine concern for 
excellence in higher education—with 
concern for the humanizing quality 
that the most ancient of academic dis- 
ciplines lend to all other pursuits of 
education. 


Dr. Hargis’s gift to Auburn is also 
eloquent testimony of the same kind of 
concern. Let us note that this gift. 
specifically designated to support scho- 
larship and teaching in English and 
American Literature, comes from a 
man who has. devoted his life to serv- 
ing humanity through medical science. 
The designation indicates the breadth 
and depth of that man’s character and 
says also, we think, something for Au- 
burn, the institution at which he fe- 
ceived his first collegiate training. 


Another point requires emphasis: 
Dr. Hargis, a very modest man. find 
personal publicity disturbing. He ac- 
ceded to a rough outline of our plan 
for report and comment only because 
he became convinced that full expla- 
nation might inspire similar contribu- 
tions from others.

Enrollment Tops Forecast 


Auburn’s record summer enrollment 
shot even higher than the 5,800 pre-

through the presentation of detailed 
case studies of their joint 1963 legisla- 
tive program. That program centered 
around nine area dinner meetings held 
early in the year to present the needs 
of education from “kindergarten to the 
graduate school.” Members of the leg- 
islature, key alumni from both insti- 
tutions, communications leaders, and 
representatives of. state colleges and 
publie schools participated in the area 
meetings. 

Through addresses by the university 
presidents, audio-visual presentations 
and brochures, a total picture of edu- 
cation’s needs was projected to more 
than 1500 state leaders who attended 
the meetings. The winning entries con- 
tained details of the public relations 
planning for this program, examples 
of editorial support and news cover- 
age generated by the meetings, and a 
review of the one-hour state-wide 
radio and television show of April 10, 
1963, in support of education’s legisla- 
tive request. This program was spon- 
sored by the Alabama Broadcasting 
Association and was a direct result of 
the universities’ united approach. 

Results of the combined efforts by 
many people from the staffs and alum- 
ni groups of Alabama’s two universi- 
ties were documented in the entries. 
Major results cited were: 

1. Passage of new revenue measures 
providing $43.5 million new support for 
education which gave the two univer« 
Sities a 21.3 per cent increase in state 
appropriations, the largest increase in 
State support in Alabama’s history. 

2. Inereased public confidence in 
and understanding of the important 
role of higher education in the future 
economic, social, and cultural develop- 
ment of Alabama. 

3. Increased mutual respect by par- 


’ 
ticipants from the two universities and 
their alumni as well as a new aware- 
ness of their ‘interdependence if the 
two institutions are to grow and suc- 
cessfully compete in national academic 
market place. 

The unified legislative program was 
coordinated and directed by the vice- 
presidents of the two universities, Dr. 
Robert C. Anderson of Auburn and J. 
Jefferson Bennett of Alabama. Other 
officials from the two schools who had 
major responsibilities in planning and 
carrying out the program were: 

Alumni activities and’ financial sup- 
port—Funds to cover cost of the din- 
ners were provided by the Alumni As- 
sociations of the two universities. 
Alumni planning and activities were 
under the direction of Joseph B. Sar- 
ver, Jr., Auburn and Jefferson J.

At the county level, the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service County 
Agents and the University of Ala- 
bama’s county alumni club chairman 
for University Affairs were key figures 
in the program. Another unusual aspect 
of the program was that the athletic 
departments at both universities split 
the costs incurred in providing tele- 
phone lines for transmitting the state- 
wide radio-television network show. 


Opening of the fall quarter will find 
the bulk of a $150,000 order for teach- 
ing and research equipment on hand and 
in use—first such order purchased with 
Development Program funds.

Purchase approvals were granted in 


keeping with the basic Development 
Program philosophy of promoting

heads and reviewed by a three-man 


committee appointed by President Ralph 
B. Draughon. In the words of a com- 
mittee member, “We attempted to meet 
the most pressing needs of each school 
rather than to divide any pre-de- 
termined amount of Development funds 
released. for equipment.” 

In keeping with policy announced at 
the opening of the Development Pro- 
gram’s campaign for $2,594,000, this 
initial $150,000 and subsequent allot- 
ments of Development funds will be 
used only for critical and for 
equipment that cannot realistically 
assigned to operating budgets provided 
by legislative appropriations. For ex- 
ample, desks and chairs for some of the 
approximately 50 new faculty members 
being added this year represent a real 
need in some departments.

Fiscal 1964-65 will see $200,000 in Development funds become avail- 
able for purchase of books and other materials for the Auburn Uni- 
versity Library. Allocation for the library parallels announcement of 


first major purchases from Develop- 
ment funds of equipment for all schools 
of the University, Indicative of the 
value of these library funds is the fact 
that by July 31, end of the first month 
of the new fiscal year, outstanding or- 
ders amounted to some $30,000. 
Director of Libraries Clyde Cantrell 
indicated another measure of the value 
of these funds contributed during the 


Development campaign — successfully 
completed last year: 

“There has been for many years a 
need for doubling or tripling the money 
available for books and other library 
materials. Fortunately, the Auburn 
Development Program is making these 
funds available. The University is 
moving fast in its graduate and re- 


search programs, and many areas have 


been hampered greatly by the lack of 


adequate library resources.” 

Dr. Cantrell went on to point out 
that the $200,000 from Development 
funds will be added to a library bud- 


get from appropriated funds of about 
$100,000. “This total budget of $300,000 


places Auburn University in a favor- 
able position when compared with the 
bo budgets of the Universities of 
Alabama, Emory, Georgia, Miami, 
Oklahoma State and others,” observed 
Dr. Cantrell with obvious gratification. 

Initial expenditures of Development 
funds for the library were made during 
the past fiscal year, principally for two 
collections, First such purchase was 


the collection of the late J, E. D. Shipp, 
Class of 1879, of Americus, Ga. This 
collection consists of 25,000 volumes, 
rich in Southern literature, history, and 
economics. Development funds were 
vital here because of the lack of funds 
from regular university sources and 
because a time element precluded a 
lengthy search for funds. The other 
major purchase during the past year 
was a some 2,300 volumes of 
entomological journals, secured from a 
New York dealer. Many of these served 
to complete files already here. Other 
titles, entirely new periodicals,

strengthened present holdings. As a re- 
sult, according to Dr, Cantrell, the 
University Library now is well-stocked 
in journals in the entomological scien- 
ces. 

Most pressing needs, which Develop- 
ment funds are designed to meet, ‘seem 
to be in the fields of bibliography, ref- 
erence works, and _periodicals,”’. Dr. 
Cantrell explained. He added that many 
departments are using funds from the 
Auburn Development Program to pur- 
chase back files of journals, complet- 
ing titles which are indispensable in 
their teaching and research programs 
but for which money has not been 
available in the past. Other depart- 
ments, keeping in mind the thousands 
who come for instruction at the under- 
graduate level, are using their shares 
of Development money to supplement 
and augment regular current library 
appropriations, 

The Development campaign included 
a goal of $787,000 for library improve- 
ment, anticipating the opening last year 
of the new. million-volume capacity 
University Library. At that time the 
library possessed about 300,000 vol- 
umes. To speed the upgrading of the 
library the administration unsuccess- 
fully sought last year a special legisla- 
tive appropriation of $500,000. Perhaps 
as well as any statistic this request 
indicates the ground still to be made 
up and the new level of regularly bud- 
geted library funds that will be neces- 
sary to sustain the impetus being given 
library improvement by Development 
funds, 

The administration has increased the 
library budget for staff to make pos- 
sible 20 new positions since the new 
building was occupied, though here too, 
more remains to be done to serve ef- 
ficiently the library needs of faculty 
and a student body pushing toward the 
12,000 mark. These staff additions now 
make it possible for the library to be 
open 93% hours per week, or not quite 
14 hours per day.

1. What does it cost to attend col- 
lege? to join a sorority or a fraternity?

what higher for out-of-state students. 

The cost for joining a fraternity or 
sorority for the first year is approxi- 
mately $175.00. Each additional year 
in a sorority will cost about $85.00, 
while additional years in a fraternity 
have been estimated to cost about 
$100.00 each. These costs, of course, 
vary with the respective organizations. 


2. Is it necessary to be in a frater- 
nity or sorority to participate or suc- 
ceed in extra-curricular activities? It is 
oniy. 33 per 
cent of the Auburn men are members 
of a fraternity, and only 41 per cent of 
the Auburn women are in a sorority. 
In addition several officers of the Stu- 
dent Body are not in either group. 


3. Can a freshman bring an auto- 
mobile to the campus? Here the answer 
is yes, but he can only drive through 
the campus or park in the “D” zones 
between the hours of 7 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
Automobiles must be registered with 
the security office upon arrival on the 
campus. 

Last year more than 11,000 cars were 
registered by members of the faculty 
and student body. There are only 4,828 
parking spaces. Thus you can see the 
need for regulating parking. 


4. Can freshmen still be enrolled 


for the coming fall quarter? Yes, up 
through August 31. However, the Uni- 
versity dormitories have been filled. 
In many cases three girls are being 
asked to live in the same room, Since 
January 1, 1964, more than 500 girls 
have been turned down for lack of 
housing facilities. Additional enroll- 
ment for boys will require their living 
off-campus. 


5. Are tutoring services available? 
Again the answer is yes. But I have 
found the Auburn Faculty more than 
willing to assist students outside of 
class. If there is some feeling on the 
part of a student that this assistance 
is not sufficient, he may approach his 
department for instruction at addi- 
tional cost by qualified senior students, 


These are just a few of the questions 
being asked by incoming freshmen, 
The Counseling Service is new at Au- 
burn; this is its first year. We have 
made surveys to improve the programs 
as the summer progresses. We have 
modified our instruction to meet newly 
recognized needs, but the session is by 
no means perfect. But all indications 
are that this has been a good begin- 
ning. We can only hope that our efforts 
have been for the betterment of Au- 
burn University as an institution of 
higher learning.

Some three or, four miles off Highway 280 in the mountains. be- 
tween Birmingham and Harpersville lies the 300-acre estate Daffodil 
Hills on which Dr. Estes H. Hargis 17 and his wife, Mrs. Florence 


Farker Hargis, live in retirement: A 
large, roomy country home sits on a 
hillside covered with huge old pines 
and overlooks the broad expanse of a 
mountain lake, 

Daffodil Hills is an ideal place to 
escape, if one chooses, the busy hubbub 
of congregated humanity. But signifi- 
cantly Dr. and Mrs. Hargis have not 
sought to escape there. On the contrary 
they have sought to give as many peo- 
ple as possible an opportunity to enjoy 
the peauty and pleasure that Daffodil 
Hills affords. Each year thousands of 
visitors stroll through the wooded hills, 
gaze on flowering splendor of native 
wild plants, survey a variety of blos- 
soms tons of carefully trans- 
planted bulbs, and fish. in the waters 
of- the lake. 

A surprising portion of the visitors 
have partaken of the hospitality of the

After one talks to this couple a while, 
he suddenly realizes that they feel a 
deep sense of obligation to the people 
of Alabama and in particular to the 
people of Birmingham, the site of his 
hospital. Dr. Hargis says: “Life has 
been good. to us, and the people of 
Alabama have been good to us.” This 
comment. and others: in a similar vein 
reveal much of the character of this 
warm-hearted, almost shy man. 

Dr. Estes H.,Hargis never really 
thinks of the wealth that he accumu- 
lated as something that he earned. To 
him his distinguished career as surgeon 
and physician represents a privilege in 
living, not an achievement. Ask him 
about accomplishments that he’ would 
like mentioned in any story and he 
names one: “I won the Band Medal at 
Auburn in 1917.” 

After that, of course, he earned an 
M.D. at the University of Pennsylvania 
and an M.S. in surgery from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, where he worked 
and studied with such distinction at 
the Mayo Clinic that he served as first 
assistant to Dr. Will Mayo and then 
received the first J. William White 
Fellowship, awarded by Mayo Clinic 
for foreign study of surgery.

Professor Ransom D. Spann Retires 


Prof. Ransom D. Spann ’15 is retiring after 19 years of outstanding 
service to his Alma Mater in Electrical Engineering teaching, research, 


and administration. 
1916, but left in 1917 for a 30-year 
career aS.a practicing engineer in the 
United States and Europe. 


During his work with private indus- 
try, Prof. Spann served as a design en- 
gineer with Bell Telephone, with In- 
ternational Telephone and Telegraph in 
Paris, and as an executive engineer 
with RCA Victor. He also engaged in 
private work on inventions and on the 
design of telephone equipment. 

In 1947, he returned here as a pro- 
fessor of Electrical Engineering and 
became head of the EE Department in 
1951. During his career, Prof, Spann 
has taught at one time or another 
every course but one offered in Elec- 
trical Engineering. 


Outstanding Administrator 


The high point of his fruitful career 
has been the 12-year period during 
which he served as head of Electrical 
Engineering. Believing that research is 
the lifeblood of an academic program, 
Prof. Spann has expanded the research 
facilities of Electrical Engineering and 
improved their quality until Auburn 
can boast some of the finest electrical 
engineering laboratories in the nation. 
He has recruited a faculty with ex- 
perience in breadth and depth—having 
recruited professors with advanced de- 
grees from universities ranging from 
Stuttgart in Germany to Stanford in 
California, and including Yale, Har- 
vard, and Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


Sponsored Research Snowballs 


As a result of improved facilities 
and faculties, the Electrical Engineer- 
ing Department has more sponsored 
research than any other department 
on campus. Prof. Spann has led the 
Way in securing research contracts with 
the result that sponsored research in 
Electrical Engineering has climbed 
from $30,000 a year a few years ago 
to more than $300,000 annually today. 


Auburn research in electrical engi- 
neering has resulted in the develop- 
ment of an antenna for a NASA radio- 
frequency tracking System, the estab- 
lishment of a micro-wave laboratory, 
and the development of a number of 
other space-age devices. A project

He first joined the engineering faculty here in 


started under Prof. Spann’s direction 
three years ago ¢climaxed in the design 
and development of the transmitter 
used in televising the Saturn I ap- 
proach to orbit on Jan. 29, 

As Prof. Spann expected, expansion 
of facilities, strengthening of faculty, 
and the consequent growth of research 
activity have spurred the development 
of the academic program, Today Elec- 
trical Engineering has not only a fine 
undergraduate program but also one of 
the campus’s outstanding graduate 
programs, including doctoral studies. 
Graduate enrollment in Electrical En- 
gineering has tripled within the past 
three years. 

In July, 1963, Prof. Spann relin- 
quished the duties of department head 
to Dr. Charles Weaver, one of his out- 
standing faculty recruits. Since that 
time he has taught, continued his re- 
search, and worked with Dr. Weaver 
to assure a smooth transition of ad- 
ministrative change and the continued 
progress of Auburn Electrical Engi- 
neering. Prof. Ransom D. Spann retires 
now not because of any dimunition of 
his great energies and keen perceptions 
but because retirement Statutes, un- 
fortunately, operate upon the basis of 
calendars instead of in terms of vital- 
ity. He has at the moment no definite 
plans except that he intends “to stay 
busy.”

Students in Prof. O. T. Ivey’s course 
in History of the Far East recently had 
an Opportunity to check their impres- 
sions of Chinese history and current 
events against the knowledge and ex- 
perience of a native. Guest lecturer for 
the day was Shang Yi Pan, reserve 
second lieutenant in the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Army and currently an Au- 
burn graduate student. Aiding Shang 
as an interpreter—upon the few occa- 
sions that he needed one—was a mem- 
ber of the class, Bobby Boettcher, who 
interrupted his Auburn studies two 
years earlier to spend a year on the 
scene-in the Far East, particularly in 
Japan. 


Shang Yi Pan was especially well 
qualified to comment upon the rise of 
Communism in- China—a subject of 
deep interest to Prof. Ivey’s students. 
Shang was born in 1938 in Sian of 
Shensi Province in Northwestern 
China. It was in. the northern part of 
this province that the Chinese Com- 
munists holed up during World War 
II. Except for a year spent at Lan- 
chow in Kansu Province (1944-45), 
Shang lived in Sian until 1948, when 


his family fled first to Shanghai and 
then to Formosa as a result of the 
Chinese Civil War. 

On Formosa, Shang completed his 
education, earning a. Bachelor’s in 
Transportation Management from 
Cheng Kung University, Tainan, Tai- 
wan. He then went on active duty as 
a second lieutenant in the Nationalist 
Army for one and one-half years,

History Of China From The Viewpoint Of A Native 


becomes for Shang a matter of dis- 
cussing and interpreting Chinese his- 
tory. Asked to explain a recent occur- 
rence, Shang consistently turns for ex- 
planation to analysis of an historical 
event of several centuries before, or 
to the explanation of a series of events 
covering hundreds or even thousands of 
years. Questioned about this practice, 
Shang explains that this is a habit of 
the Chinese mind, not a unique mani- 
festation of his own thought patterns. 


To illustrate. the prevalency of this 
habit of thinking, Shang presented the 
following example: 


History reflects the tendency for 
strong Chinese dynasties to rise and 
unite the nation for long periods of 
time—approximately 300 years. Wit- 
ness the Sung Dynasty from 960 to 1269, 
the Ming Dynasty from 1368-1644, and 
the Manchu Dynasty from 1644 to 1911. 
Mao Tse-tung considers the Communist 
regime that he heads a powerful new 
dynasty with the enduring power of the 
Sung, Ming, and Manchu dynasties. 
Nationalist Chinese on the other hand, 
although admitting the current strength 
of the Communist regime, note that 
there have been—during periods be- 
tween the rise of strong, enduring dyn- 
asties—some strong dynasties of short 
duration. They consider the Communist 
regime like one of these, perhaps in 
particular like the Chin Dynasty of 256 
B.C., which lasted only 14 years. 

Shang is quite conscious of the im- 
plication in such an explanation that 
the Chinese Communists are Chinese 
first of all and Communists only sec- 
ondarily. He says: “The principal en- 
thusiasm for Communism on the main- 
land of China has been generated by 
the belief—especially on -the part of 


younger people—that the methods and 
doctrines of Communism offer a way 
to national power for China.” Looking 
at events from this point of view, 
Shang says that a split between Pe- 
king and Moscow was thi inevi- 
table.”’ 

Commenting further, Shang says that 
Chinese Communists and Chinese Na- 
tionalists have no disagreement about 
the desirabiilty of a stron united

and Miss Cooper took the job. The 
YMCA was located in the basement of 
Langdon Hall at the time. Under Miss 
Cooper’s guidance it became the center 
of recreation and served much the 
same purpose that the Union Building 
does now. 

However, after four years with the 
YMCA, Miss Cooper left her beloved 
Alma Mater and home to go to Mercer 
College, Macon, Georgia, as director of 
Religious Activities-there. In addition, 
she ran the post, office and the book- 
store. 

The depression brought Miss Cooper 
home again. She had an apartment 
built in the upstairs of her home at the 
corner of Perry and Opelika Road. 
The downstairs was rented to married 
college students, who had started com- 
ing to Auburn at the end of World 
War I. 

There were no jobs open to teach 
first grade and since Miss Cooper didn’t 
want anything else, she set about creat- 
ing her own job. And, with her usual 
determination, she succeeded. The re- 
sult was the Kindergarten and Nursery 
School at Pepperell. There Had been 
talk of the need of such a school to 
provide a place for the children while 
the mothers worked in the mill. 

When the school opened, there was 
room for 10 of the 60 children who 
wanted to come. The next year there 
was room for 16, and the school grew— 
until it finally reached 82. 

But Miss Cooper had another great 
interest in the Pepperell community. 
She organized a Ladies Bible Class 
which grew to 40 members in two 
months, A community library was 
started with her help, and a garden 
club which grew flowers for her be- 
cause she had no time to grow her 
own. This staunch member of the Au- 
burn First Baptist Church even started 

Methodist Missionary Society! 

After 25 years, Miss Cooper retired 
in 1957 from the Kindergarten and 
Nursery School at Pepperell, She’d had 
a long and varied career of working 
with people. Now, she thought she’d 
have time to read those books in her 
bookcase, keep her flowers well-cared 
for, and time for her other hobbies. 
But she’s just as busy as ever! Her

After 51 Years of Service— 


Dr. Alfred Wade Reynolds °13 has 
retired after 51 years of service in the 
history classrooms of his Alma Mater. 
Head professor of History here since 
1950, Dr. Reynolds joined the Auburn 
History Department as an instructor 
after his graduation in 1913. He has 
served Auburn continuously since then, 
except for two years spent in advanced 
study. 

During those two years away, Dr. 
Reynolds did the work that earned him 
a Master’s and a Ph.D. degree from 
the University of California. 

Colleagues and former students con- 
sider that he has made his greatest 
contribution to society as a teacher, 
“Dr. Reynolds has a remarkable mind 
for history—a photographic memory, 
in fact,” says one colleague, Auburn 
President Ralph B, Draughon, one of 
Dr. Reynold’s former students, re- 
members him as “a tough teacher” of 
Comparative Government in 1922 and 
notes with deep admiration: “Dr. Rey- 
nolds has always been a fine teacher 
of European history and foreign rela- 
tions,” 

Dr, Reynolds’ outstanding contribu- 
tions have not, however, been confined 
to the classroom alone. His publica- 
tions include books,’ articles, pamph- 
lets, and book reviews. He is best 
known as historian and author for his 
books The Alabama-Tombigbee Basin 
in International Relations, 1701-1763 
and The French Regime in the Ala- 
bama Basin, 1700-1722. Two articles 
that have also brought him acclaim 
are “The Old and New South” and 
“The Alabama \Negro Colony in Mex- 

ico, 1894-1896.” 

Another contribution of Dr, Re ynolds 
has been his staunch advocacy of plac-

ing markers at historical sites through- 
out Alabama. The success of Dr. Rey- 
nolds and his cohorts.in the Alabama 
Historical Association on this project 
is evident to the travelers of Alabama’s 
streets and highways. 

The Alabama-born teacher historian 
is a member of Phi Kappa Phi (na- 
tional scholastic honorary), the Ala- 
bama Education Association, the Amer- 
ican Historical Association, the South- 
‘ern Historical Association, and the 
Alabama Historical Association, of 
which he is a current member of the 
Executive Committee. He has served 
on the editorial board of the Alabama 
Review and with the Southern Council 
on International Relations and the 
American Academy of Political and 
Social Science.
